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Unexpected 


AUSTIN (AP) - Gov. Preston Smith 


won't be making his "state of the state" 
message on television tonight after all, 
and speculation about his reasons is 
widespread. 


The governor unexpectedly canceled 


the address Wednesday afternoon, 
shortly after issuing a news release 
giving the stations on which the 
statewide telecast could be seen. 


Smith had built up the speech so en- 


thusiastically that many observers were 
not satisfied by his stated reason for 
canceling it-r failure to complete all 
arrangements on time. 


Some thought Smith had suddenly 


reconsidered 
some 
an- 
major 


nouncement he might have been plan- 
ning.

Others speculated there might be a 


new development arising in a federal 
stock manipulation case with which 
Smith's name has been linked. 


Jerry Hall, Smith's press aide, handed 


newsmen a . three-paragraFih news 
release canceling; the program only 30 
minutes after issuing a statement giving 
details on the program. 


The release quoted the governor as 


saying material for the program had not 
been compiled and "all 
necessary 


arrangements could not be made in time 
to meet the deadline for the show." 


"No decision has been made as to 
t 
whether or.not the program will be re- 
scheduled," the release said. 


Hall said he had no other information 


besides that contained in the release. 


Smith's earlier statement listed 21 


stations that would carry the address 
and quoted the governor as saying there 
would "certainly be some surprises" in 
the message; "Our unprecedented ac- 
tion in making the television address 
shouldbe of vital concern to every 
titizen^s 
lyell-ais-to the leadership of 


state government...we have chosen this 
means of expressing certain things that 
need to be said following the ad- 
journment of the legislature because it is 
the most effective fashion of reaching 
the majority of Texans. All our citizens 
deserve to know what we will be saying 
and why we are compelled to say it" 


Snjith . originally announced the 


telecast. Monday, shortly before his 
political arch-rival Lt. Gov. Ben Barnes 
disclosed—as expected—that he would 
run for governor next year. 


Barnes went out of his way to score 


Smith for lack of leadership, saying the 
governor had left Texas with a "void in 
pursuing greatness." 


Smith has hinted about seeking a third 


term, but there also has been 
speculation he would not go for re- 
election. 


Another big event happeried Monday 


that some theorized might have affected 
Smith's decision to cancel his address. 


Houston financier Frank Sharp, a key 


figure in the federal stock case, agreed 
to testify before a federal grand jury in 
exchange for a light sentence on two 
counts of federal banking and securities 
law violations and immunity to further 
prosecution. 


Sharp then went before the federal 


grand jury in Houston. 


"He's not going to testify against 


anybody. He's just going to tell the 
truth," said Morton Susman, one of 
Sharp's lawyers.

news conference Wednesday morning 
that he planned to tape his address that 
afternoon, 


And he said the Justice Department's 


deal with Sharp proved the stock case 
was "nothing more than political 
harassment."

How To Keep Potatoes 
From Getting Sunburned

POTATOES: A green sunburn? 


With sunburn season upon us, it is 
not unusual to find many red 
faces, but green can also mean 
sunburn when it comes to 
potatoes. 


If you've ever noticed a slight 


green tinge to a potato and it 
tasted bitter, you might have 
thought it wasn't "ripe." But 
development of chlorophyll in 
potatoes that have been exposed 
to light, either sunlight or ar- 
tificial light. 


The coloring may be confined 


to the surface layers or extend to 
the deeper tissues. The depth of 
penetration depends on the length 
of exposure, the light intensity, 
the temperature, the variety and 
the maturity of the tuber. 
Greening takes place more 
rapidly at room temperature 
than in a cool place. 


Greening frequently takes 


place in the field on potatoes that 
are not completely covered with 
soil. It also develops in storage 
unless the storage area is dark or 
the potatoes are in light-proof 
containers. 


With potatoes among plentiful 


foods this month, you'll want to 
keep your supply from getting 
"sunburned" by keeping them 
stored in a cool, dark place until 
you are ready to use them. 


You'll also want to have plenty 


on hand for potato salad to ac- 
company all that fried chicken 
you will be preparing for picnics 
and cookouts. What better 
twosome for a picnic? 


HONEYDEW MELON: With 


the increase in extreme warm 
weather, comes an increase in 
melons to market, and a better 
idea for hot weather desserts 
could not be found! 


The honeydew 
melon, 
a 


member of the muskmelon 


species, has moderately thick, 
green, firm-but-juicy flesh. It is 
very sweet with a mildly 
distinctive flavor, and combines 
well with other melons and fruits. 


You can recognize a mature, 


ripe honeydew by its white to 
creamy-white appearance and its 
pronounced honeydew aroma. 
The blossom end is springy to soft 
and the skin has a very evident 
waxy coating. An unripe melon 
may feel prickly or hairy and has 
a greenish color with a hard 
blossom end. 


The green-fleshed melon perks 


up any fruit salad or cocktail dish 
and is delicious chilled as a melon 
wedge—only 47 calories in a half. 


For a lovely light ending to a 


summer meal, try Creme de 
Menthe Honeydew Delight: 


Prepare a creme de menthe 


frappe by pouring cceme de 
menthe over crushed ice in a 
large sherbet glass. Place 
several honeydew balls on small 
picks and place on top. 


For more flavor, you might 


wish to chill balls in straight 
creme de menthe, then drain off 
and pour creme de menthe over 
the ice; decorage with the melon 
balls. It's delightful for a summer 
get-together. 


The delightful green color of 


honeydew balls combined with 
bright red strawberries, can- 
taloup balls, banana slices and 
pineapple spears on small kabobs 
"summerizes" any meat platter, 
or can be used as a dessert idea 
served with lemon or lime juice 
sauce. 


To store a ripe honeydew—they 


should be held at room tem- 
perature until ripe—rinse it off, 
dry well and wrap in a brown 
paper bag, foil, waxed paper, or 
transparent film wrap. This 
prevents the flavor of the melon 
from transferring to other foods, 
particularly butter and milk, 
Regrigerate until use. 


As well as in desserts, gar- 


nishes, and with salads or alone, 
honeydew melon balls are a 
lovely addition to any punch 
bowl, or beverage.

looks great-and tastes great—it is 
a great reservoir of vitamins! 


8 t. tea (or 8 tea bags) 
2 c. boiling water 
2 c. sugar 
2 c. cold water 
2 c. fresh lemon juice 
1 pt. strawberries, hulled and 


washed 


1 large banana, sliced 
% fresh pineapple, cubed 
2 oranges, peeled and sectioned 
2 c. honeydew balls 
1 large bottle (28 oz.) gingerale 
Steep tea with boiling water 3-5 


minutes; strain and add sugar, 
stirring until dissolved. Add cold 
water and lemon juice; chill. 
When ready to serve, pour tea 
mixture into a pretty punch bowl; 
add fruits and chilled gingerale. 
Serve in punch cups with wooden 
picks to spear fresh fruit. Makes 
about 20 servings. 


To brighten up iced tea or a 


summer cooler, string melon 
balls on straws and slip down 
inside of drink.

11 or 12 oz. mixed dried fruits 
% c. seedless light raisins 
4 c. water 
2 c. orange juice 
1 T. quick-cooking tapioca

1-3 c. sugar 


3-inch stick cinnamon

Remove prune pits and cut 


mixed fruits into small pieces. 
Combine all ingredients. Sim- 
mer, covered, until fruits are 
tender—about 30 to 40 minutes. 
Remove cinnamon and cloves. 
Serve hot or chilled. Note: Spicy 
fruit is good served either hot or 
cold, as an appetizer or dessert. 


Music Instructor Builds, 
Plays Her Own Harpsichord 


; EDITOR'S Note: Diane Bish's 
love for baroque music has led 
her down many paths, the longest 
and most difficult being the 
construction and constant care of 
her own harpsichord. "I don't 
regret building this one, but I'll 
never do it again," she says. 


WICHITA FALLS (AP) - Di- 


ane Bish, an organ and harpsi- 
chord instructor at Midwestern 
University here, has taken her 
love for the baroque music of the 
Renaissance to its ultimate 
conclusion — construction of a 
harpsichord. 


The delicate instrument almost 


has to be handmade since few are 
manufactured these days. 


The musician's interest in the 


liarpsichord was whetted while 
studying organ and harpsichord 
at the Amsterdam (Holland) 
Conservatory on a Fulbright 
scholarship after graduation 
from the University of Oklaho- 
ma. 


While in Europe she played 


some of the finest antique instru- 
ments and liked the harpsichord 
so well she resolved to have her 
own. 


With the know-how of her fa- 


ther, Howard Bish of Wichita, 
Kan., the two began building the 
instrument. It took them about 
two months, working eight hours 
u day, to complete the two-panel 
keyboard harpsichord which is 
now Miss Bish's treasured pos- 
session. 


"I don't regret building this 


one, but I'll never do it again," 
she said. "It is a delicate in- 
strument. I had to put together 
189 strings, turning each one, and 
I had to cut the minute particles 
which make up the mechanical 
parts of the instrument. Besides 
all that, we had to do the actual 
carpentry work on the 8-foot-long 
frame. 
"A harpsichord requires tender 


loving care. It must be tuned 
every time it is relocated and 
tuned at least every two weeks 
oven if it is stationary. Further- 
more, a harpsichordist must be 
his own tuner.

tools with me wherever I take the 
instrument. It takes about an 
hour and a half to tune it," she 
explained. 


Miss Bish's harpsichord is an- 


tique white with French carbiole 
legs and delicate pastel flower 
and bird embellishments. The 
decorations are characteristic of 
the period when the instrument 
was most popular. 


Howard Bish is an artist so he 


helped his daughter paint the 
sound board with oils. One day 
she hopes to have a scene painted 
on it in the traditional French 
manner. 


"Building the instrument was 


an exciting thing to do. I had a 
deadline to meet for a concert 
and I got it finished the day be- 
fore. I didn't realize building it 
would be the job it was," she said. 


The harpsichord, says Miss 


Bish, is basically a chamber in- 
strument and should be played in 
small halls. Considerable con- 
temporary music has been writ- 


ten for it and college students are 
taking to its revival because of 
the current interest in baroque 
music. 


Miss Bish is in demand by 


musical organizations, women's 
clubs, Midwestern University 
students and other civic groups. 
She recently began teaching stu- 
dents to play the harpsichord— 
but that has created a problem 
because they must all practice on 
her instrument. 


"I carry the harpsichord in a 


trailer if I'm going out :of "town,; 
and sometimes I use a station 
wagon. I nearly die every time 
it's moved because it is so deli- 
cate and of course, has to be re- 
tuned. The legs have to be re- 
moved and a special canvas cov- 
er is used for it," she said. 


Miss Bish and Dr. Rebekah 


Crouch, also a member of the 
music faculty, have organized a 
chamber music ensemble which 
performs for various audiences 
in Wichita Falls.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The

ment was issued Tuesday after

F. Edward Hebert announced he 
will move to cut the $806-million 
F14 money from a $21.9-billion 
weapons authorization bill today 
or Thursday. 


Hebert told the House the 


money could be restored later 
this year if the Pentagon delivers 
a satisfactory solution to the 
F14's $2-billion cost-overrun 
problem. 


"We are not surprised by He- 


bert's action," Grumman said in 
a brief statement. "We consider 
it very appropriate." 


The company said it is pleased 


by congressional and Pentagon 
studies of F14 cost problems and, 
"We have confidence in the 
wisdom of their reviews." 


But Rep. Otis G. Pike, D- 


N.Y.,

Grumman's contract to help but 
its predicted future losses.

Diphtheria 
Outbreak 
Feared 


SAN ANTONIO (AP) - Mili- 


tary buses carried more than 800 
poor persons to a diphtheria shot 
clinic Tuesday in a drive to ward 
off a second epidemic in San 
Antonio. 


But the over-all response to the 


campaign was meager. 


At last count, only about 3,300 


persons had come to the free 
clinic Tuesday. Rainy weather 
may have accounted for the scant 
turnout, but the crowds have 
been small since the drive began 
last week. 


Health officials reported a sec- 


ond patient under observation as 
a suspected diphtheria victim 
Tuesday. They warned that the 
contagious throat infection could 
reach epidemic proportions for 
the second straight year. 


Nearly 200 persons contracted 


the disease last year. 


Three children died from it. A 


boy, 
9, became the city's first 


diphtheria fatality of the year 
last year. 


Officials said 25 diphtheria 


cases have been recorded in San 
Antonio since January, including 
seven diagnosed by doctors but 
not confirmed in the laboratory 
for various reasons. 


Eight buses from local air 


bases were dispatched to poor 
neighborhoods Tuesday to bring 
people to the shot clinic. 


Health officials had hoped at 


least 250,000 persons would re- 
spond to the immunization drive, 
originally scheduled for one 
week. It was extended for an- 
other week after only about 64,000 
turned, out.

If it seems that billboards and 


road signs are blocking out more 
each day of the scenic beauty of 
East Texas' pine forests, it's all 
because, say timber growers, 
they can't afford to keep clear the 
land fronting on highways. 


It's a matter of taxes that are 


becoming too high to allow the 
timber companies to hold onto 


the lands, say representatives of 
the timber industry. 


These companies hold collec- 


tively some 1,580,000 acres that 
are criss-crossed with miles of 
state and county highways. 


Temple Industries, Inc., in Di- 


boll, owner of some 480,000 acres 
in the Piney Woods, has a dif- 
ferent view. 


Allan Miller, company spokes- 


man, said no roadside sites have 


been sold. 


"We own substantial footage 


along all major highways in 20 
East Texas counties," Miller 
said, "and so far we have not sold 
any of that footage, nor do we 
allow the placement of any 
billboards that would spoil the 
view of travelers along those 
highways." 


Miller also said that timber 


areas adjacent to large cities 


"should at some point in the fu- 
ture be considered to "have a 
higher value than stands in the 
interior. 


"This is something that must 


come with the expansion of rec- 
reation areas and the extension of 
city limits but the tax systems 
should be based on fair value of 
the lands, not just increase the 
taxes because the lands are there 
to be taxed," he said. 


Southwestern Timber Co. in 


Jasper owns some 600,000 acres. 
Much of the roadside timber re- 
gions were sold to the Southern 
Neches Development Co. in the 
early 1960s, according to com- 
pany spokesman Bill Hoffman. 


"We had to dispose of those 


lands because the tax load placed 
on them was making it im- 
possible for the company to 
justify keeping them," he said. 


"It's just getting to the point 


where we can't afford to keep 
these lands and pay the taxes on 
them," Webster added. "Kirby

Asked how his program as 


executive director of the league 
might differ from Young's, Jor- 
dan responded with praise for his 
predecessor, then added: "My 
approach will be my approach; 
whether that will be interpreted 
as radical, moderate or con- 
servative will not be for me to 
decide." 


Jordan said he would not take 


over his Urban League duties 
until the end of the year, so he 
could fulfill a commitment to 
lead a campaign to raise $10 
million for the college fund.

Presbyterians Protest 
Angela Davis Donation 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 


United Presbyterian Church in 
theU.SA is receiving thousands 
of protests from its membership 
for donating $10,000 to the defense 
of black militant Angela Davis, 
charged in a California murder 
case. 


The money for the avowed 


Communist's defense was ap- 
proved by the Church's General 
Assembly May 25. Miss Davis, a 
former philosophy instructor at 
the University of California in 
Los Angeles, faces trial in San 


Rafael, Calif., in connection with 
a courtroom Shootout in which a 
judge and three other persons 
were killed. 


More than 3,000 letters have 


been received by William 
Thompson, stated clerk of the 
denomination; Mrs. Ralph Stair, 
moderator 
of the General 


Assembly; and the Church's 
Committee on Church and Race. 


Church officials said Tuesday 


the majority of the letters have 
expressed opposition to the do- 
nation. 


A group called the Black 


United Presbyterians has do- 
nated $10,000 to the Church's 
Emergency Legal Aid Fund, the 
fund from which the money was 
being drawn for Miss Davis' 
defense. 


In a letter dated June 7, six 


Black Presbyterian ministers 
wrote: 


"We the undersigned Black 


United Presbyterians concerned 
about the continuing reaction and 
alarm among some United 
Presbyterians over the Church 
and Race grant to the Angela 
Davis Marin County Legal De- 
fense Fund, met on Saturday, 
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June 5, and have come to the 
conclusion that it is our moral 
obligation to take some appro- 
priate action on this issue. 


"As a result of the meeting on 


June 5, a group of Black United 
Presbyterians are contributing 
the sum of $10,000 to the United 
Presbyterian Church, designated 
to the Emergency Legal Aid 
Fund. In this way we assume 
personal responsibility, as Black 
Presbyterians, for the United 
Presbyterian grant to the Angela 
Davis Legal Defense Fund." 


The check was delivered to the 


General Assembly Tuesday. 


Miss Charlotte Braun, assis- 


tant director of the Presbyterian 
office of information who is in 
charge of answering the letters, 
said most of the negative letters 
simply state their opposition to 
the action. 


"But others are long letters 


bringing up legal and moral is- 
sues that must be answered," 
Miss Braun said. 


"The issue is not racial," Miss 


Braun said. "The issue is that the 
grant implies that the money was 
donated because she might not 
get a fair trial. The letters say 
that the U.S. government would 
make sure that she gets a fair 
trial.

They said their vehicle 
was forced off the road by a car 
carrying three men and a 
woman.

DAWSON—Any resident here 


Will tell you that if you need to see 
the mayor, chances are good 
you'll have a long wait at city hall 
before Her Honor stops by. 


A firm believer in leadership 


by example; Mrs. Haden Fanner 
can usually be found where the 
work is going on. When a three- 
man weed-cutting crew from the 
Navarro County Action Com- 
mittee 
was working here 


recently, the mayor grabbed a 
brush-hook and went to work with 
them. If a wall needs painting or 
a nail is to be hammered into 
place, one shouldn't be surprised 
to see the mayor in the thick of 
things. 


It took the voters here eight 


years to get Mrs. Farmer,, a 
retired school counselor, to 
consent to have her name on the 
mayor's ballot. When she finally 
did agree to run in April, 1970, the 
voter turnout was the largest in 
ten years, according to city of- 
ficials. 


An overwhelming choice, she 


became the first woman mayor in 
the city's 90-year history. That 
the choice was a wise one is 
abundantly evident today, more 
than a year later. 


Under her leadership, the city 


offices have been renovated; up 
to $50,000 worth of needed paving 
on city streets has been com- 
pleted; the first street markers in 
years are up for all to see; the 
sewage and water plants have, 
been renovated; and several old, 
unused buildings have been torn 
down to make way for modern 
ones. 


"A nice hobby, is what I call 


it," the lady mayor said with a 
smile recently. "This will be my 
only term and I've enjoyed it." 


"I do things in two-year spurts 


now," she added with a grin. 


A native of Oklahoma, the 


former Edith Ellen Billingslea 
met her husband, Haden Farmer, 
in Tulsa where both were em- 
ployed by the Tulsa Public School 
system. Farmer, a Dawson 
native and son of pioneer settler 


John Henry Farmer, taught 
government in the schools and 
served as a principal while his 
wife taught English and history 
before becoming a counselor. 


After 25 years in the Tulsa 


school system, plus stints at the 
University of Tulsa, Oklahoma 
City University and Central State 
College, the Farmers retired and 
returned to Dawson. They bought 
and remodeled an old home, then 
became active in community 
affairs. 


Mrs. Farmer is a past 


president of the Dawson Garden 
Club which works with the local 
Lions Club on beautification 
projects. She has also served as 
president of the Women's Society 
of Christian Service at Dawson's 
First United Methodist Church, 
where she teaches an adult class 
for women. 


Through it all the Farmers 


have a well-developed appetite 
for travel, having seen Europe, 
Canada, Mexico, Hawaii and 
Cuba. 


As mayor, Mrs. Farmer has 


worked with Arthur Patrick, 
vice-president of the Corsicana 
National Bank and chairman of 
the Navarro County Historical 
Survey 
Committee, 
in 


establishing a historical marker 
at Liberty Park. The monument 
commemmorates George 
Washington Hill, an early settler 
and Indian agent who was one of 
the fathers of the community of 
Spring Hill, no longer in 
existence. 


Another project on which she 


has worked with Patrick has been 
to compile a list of the old homes 
in the Dawson area with a view of 
eventually having them labeled 
with historical markers. 


All this and more in a little over 


a year. No wonder, then, that 
when a recent visitor to town 
asked directions to the mayor's 
office, a local resident pointed the 
way, then added: 


"Don't count on her being there 


... she's probably out finding 
work for us to do." With a laugh, 
he added, "She's awfully good at 
that." 


Or Growing Up with Model A's 


'C'mon Lizzie, This Is Henry

HUBBARD—In a stall next to 


where a customer was watching 
a mechanic grease his car, 
Robert Slater was trying to start 
a 1931 A Ford sedan. 


Again and again, the engine 


would appear to catch, only to die 
a moment later. 


The 
customer, 
probably 


middle-aged, wandered into the 
stall and watched quietly as 
Slater tried to bring the car to 
life. 


As Slater pushed the starter 


button for what seemed like the 
hundredth time, the watching 
man called out: 


"C'mon, Lizzie, this is Henry!" 
The man smiled, then said, "I 


haven't had to say that in years. 
Sure sounds funny now " 


It's a nostalgic stop for many 


other motorists who stop at 
Slater's Enco. station-here on 
Highway 31. At the station and in 
the large garage next door are 23 
cars, ranging from a 1925 Model 
T to a pair of Packards from the 
late 40s. Collecting, rebuilding 
and selling the cars is Slater's 
full-time hobby. 


"I grew up in A's," Slater says. 


"Just like any kid that grew up 
around a service station, I guess, 


these cars get in your blood." 


He got his first antique, a 1930 


Model A coupe, about six years 
ago. A friend, Raymond Etters of 
Dawson, had "put the idea in my 
head," Slater says, and he's been 
"tinkering" ever since. 


Actually, Slater rebuilds few of 


the cars on his lot; the majority 
of them he sells to other collec- 
tors who may find one they would 
like to restore themselves. He has 
completed two Model's in the six 
years since he acquired a taste 
for his hobby, selling both of them 
shortly after their completion. 
His friend, Etters, who is also an 
antique car enthusiast, has 
restored two himself, one of them 
a Phaeton that he sold to a Los 
Angeles collector. 


At the back of the service 


station in a stall surrounded by 
used tires and spare auto parts, 
Slater's third restoration project, 
another Model A, is.nearing 
completion. 


"The car is rebuilt from the 


ground up," he says with pride. 
"A local upholstery shop here is 
doing the interior while a 
machine shop in Waco is 
rebuilding the engine. Actually, 
you can buy a rebuilt engine for 
. about the same cost as one of the 
new ones. 
, 
.-, 
Kaiser and a few others not old 


Parts are no problem, he adds, 


since "the longer you're in this 
business, 
as in any other 


business, you're going, to have 
more suppliers. 


"Somebody may be passing by 


and see the cars outside," he goes 
on, "and they'll stop in and ask if 
I've ever bought any parts from 
this shop in Hollywood or 
wherever." Suppliers just keep 
turning up. 


Slater credits his young 


mechanic, Billy (Bubba) Watson, 
with a lot of the work done on the 
cars. 


"Most of the cars here are 


older than he is," Slater says, 
"But he's doing a good job of 
catching on to them." 


Laughing, Slater adds, "He 


does a lot of work on my hobby." 


The collector-rebuilder works 


six days a week—"huntin' and 
haulin' parts on Tuesdays," he 
says—while chasing down leads 
on available antiques. 
Oc- 


casionally he finds one that he 
shows some interest in, but most 
of the cars on the lot come from 
collectors who grow tired or 
discouraged with their hobby and 
contact him. 


Stashed away in the back of the 


garage next door to the service 
station are the two Packards, a 


enough to be considered antiques, 
but which should have a market 
value in a few years. .Slater plans 
to hold on to the later models for a 
few more years as their market 
value goes up. All of the others 
are for sale to anyone who may 
be interested in restoring them. 
But Slater keeps the Model A's to 
himself. 


Asked why he isn't interested in 


restoring the older, more colorful 
Model T's, he explains: 


"The T wasn't dependable — 


you had to crank him, you had to 
push him. He's a town car, ac- 
tually, a parade car. 


"But an A, restored properly," 


he goes on, "is a good road car. 
You can get in one today and 
start off for L.A." 


There are good profits to be 


made in the restoration business, 
Slater admits, but he claims not 
to be interested. When he puts a 
rebuilt car up for sale, he aims at 
breaking even, he says, bringing 
in enough cash to start to work on 
another. 


"It's a hobby," he smiles. 


"Some golf, some boat, some fish 
— me, my hands are already 
greasy and I've got all these nuts 
and bolts right here. So I might as 
well have my hobby right here, 
right?...."

Model for State Approach?

executive director of the Family 


1 Consultation Center of Navarro 
County, Inc., reflects the Center's

| In fact, it has been so suc- 
Icessful that the State Department 
fof Mental Health and Mental 
iRetfu-dation is using the Center's 
(program as a guideline in 
^developing similar centers in 
other communities outside of 
irbjm areas, Fleek said. 
The Center which opened on 


March 1, 1969 is the result of 
much hard work on the part of a 
group of concerned citizens and 
organizations. Their continuing 
support makes it possible for the 
center to grow. 


Up to now, Fleek said, the 


Center has received 34ths of its 
financial support locally from 
trust funds, the Navarro Com- 
munity Foundation, Navarro 
County, donations from citizens 
and organizations and patient 
fees. 


Although the Center has a 


$20,000 contract with the State 
Department of Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation, to 
provide for mental health ser- 
vices for out-patient care, it is not 
a branch of the department, 
Fleek noted. 


"Also, we do not receive any 


federal money," Fleek added. 


Of the total $57,000 operating 


budget allocated for. the fiscal 


year ending this August, only 
$3,000 is expected to come from 
patient's fees. 


Which points out one of the 


most important benefits of the 
Center—A person who seeks 
counseling at the Center will be 
charged "in accordance with his

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Unexpected 
Smith 


Cancels 
Speech 


AUSTIN (AP) - Gov. Preston Smith 


won't be making his "state of the state" 
message on television tonight after all, 
and speculation about his reasons is 
widespread. 


The governor unexpectedly canceled 


the address Wednesday afternoon, 
shortly after issuing a news release 
giving, the stations on which the 
statewide telecast could be seen. 


Smith had built up the speech so en- 


thusiastically that many observers were 
not satisfied by his stated reason for 
canceling it— failure to complete all 
arrangements on time. . 


Some thought Smith had suddenly 


reconsidered 
some 
major 
an- 


nouncement he might have been plan- 
ning. 


Others speculated there might be a 


new development arising in a federal 
stock manipulation case with which 
Smith's name has been linked. 


Jerry Hall, Smith's press aide, handed 


newsmen a three-paragraph news 
release canceling the program only 30 
minutes after issuing a statement giving 
details on the program. 
: 


The release quoted the governor as 


saying material for the program had not 
been compiled and "all necessary 
arrangements could not be made in time 
to meet the deadline for the show." 


"No decision has been made as to 


whether or not the program will be re- 
scheduled," the release said. 


Hall said he had no other information 


besides that contained in the release. 


Smith's earlier statement listed 21 


stations that would carry the address 
and quoted the governor,as saying there 
would "certainly be some surprises" in 
the message. "O^^upprecedented ac- 
tion in ma^ 
should be of vital concern to every 
citizen as well as. to the leadership of 
state government...we have chosen this 
means of expressing certain things that 
need to be : said following the ad- 
journment of the legislature because it is 
the most effective fashion of reaching 
the majority of Texans. All our citizens 
deserve to know what we will be saying 
and why we are compelled to say it." 


Smith originally announced the 


telecast Monday, shortly before his 
political arch-rival Lt. Gov. Ben Barnes 
disclosed—as expected—that he would 
run for governor next year. 


Barnes went out of his way to score 


Smith for lack of leadership, saying the 
governor had left Texas with a "void in 
pursuing greatness." 


Smith has hinted about seeking a.third 


term, but there also has been 
speculation he would not go for re- 
election. 


Another big event happened Monday 


that some theorized might have affected 
Smith's decision to cancel his address. 


Houston financier Frank Sharp, a key 


figure in the federal stock case, agreed 
to testify before a federal grand jury in 
exchange for a light sentence on two 
counts of federal banking and securities 
law violations and immunity to further 
prosecution. 


Sharp then went before the federal 


grand jury in Houston. 


"He's not going to testify against 


anybody. He's just going to tell the 
truth," said Morton Susman, one of 
Sharp's lawyers. 


Smith told newsmen at an informal 


news conference Wednesday morning 
that he planned to tape his address that 
afternoon. 


And he said the Justice Department's 


deal with Sharp proved the stock case 
was "nothing more than political 
harassment." 
, The U.S. Securities and Exchange 
Commission alleged in a non-criminal 
suit filed in Dallas Jan. 18 that Sharp and 
other defendants had arranged easy 
loans and speculative profits for key 
legislators and state officials to help 
pass two banking bills in which the 
defendants were interested. 


The loans—totaling hundreds of 


thousands of dollars—were secured only 
by the NBL stock.

Gonzalez 'Positive' 


Smith, Mutscher, 


Baum To Be Indicted 


CORPUS CHRIST! (AP) — Rep. 


Henry Gonzalez said Wednesday he is 
"as positive as can be" that a Houston 
federal grand jury will indict Gov. 
Preston Smith, iJouse Speaker Gus 
Mutscher, Texas Democratic party 
Chairman Elmer Baum and two other 
"well-known men," and the indictments 
will "possibly come as early as 
tomorrow" (Thursday). 


"In evaluation of the information I got, 


the Justice Department is not only 
demanding the indictments, they are 
confident the indictments are a foregone 
conclusion," the San Antonio Democrat 
told the Washington bureau of the 
Corpus Christi Caller Times and the San 
Antonio Express. 


Gonzalez said his information came 


from a "rare and reliable source," The 
indictments will come in connection with 
the stock manipulation case of Houston 
businessman Frank J. Sharp. 


Gonzalez said if the indictments are 


returned it will be because of the "deal" 
made between the Justice Department 
and Sharp. Sharp Monday entered guilty 
pleas to "minor charges" and was given 
immunity from further prosecutions by 
U.S. Dist/. Judge John V. Singleton of 
Houston. 


Sharp pleaded guilty to making false 


entries in Houston's Sharpstown State 
Bank 
records 
and 
for 
selling 


unregistered stock. 


He received a $5,000 fine and three- 


year probated sentence. 


Since then Sharp has appeared before 


the Houston federal grand jury and U.S. 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
officials. An SEC official claimed Sharp 
was allowed to enter pleas of lesser 
charges and received immunity from 
further prosecution for grand jury 
testimony.

he heard that Singleton's order includes 
immunity from state criminal prose- 
cution of Sharp and said: 


"I wouldn't think that he has that 


authority, but I haven't examined the 
Jaw that closely ... I am not going to let 
them (U.S. Department of Justice) push 
us off on the little clerks, typists and 
notaries and other people in the case." 


Wade said his office also has criminal 


reference reports from Holladay on John 
Osorio, former state banking com" 
missioner who headed several of Sharp's 
firms in Dallas during the alleged stock 
manipulations; and Quincy Adams, a 
broker who dealt with much of the 
shares of the stock as they were traded 
through Ling & Co. of Dallas. 


He said he intends to present their 


cases to the county grand jury at a later 
date. 


Corsicana Gets 
Rain; Area Left 
With a Promise 


Stortn clouds played hopscotch 


throughout the Golden Circle Wednes- 
day evening, teasing drought-stricken 
farmers with the promise of rain while 
actually delivering measurable amounts 
in only a handful of towns. 


A brief flurry of turbulent weather hit 


scattered sections of Corsicana shortly 
before 7 p.m., with some areas ex- 
periencing hard rains in driving winds 
bearing hail and other areas registering 
light sprinkles with little or no wind. 


Lightning struck a power line, burning 


it in two at the corner of W. 7th Ave. and 
S. 20th St. at 6:50 p.m., knocking out 
power service from the TP&L's No. 6 
feeder line from the North Corsicana 
Sub-Station. 


District Manager Embry Ferguson 


said the failure affected approximately 
1,900 customers of the utility between the 
sub-station on N. Commerce St., and 
west along W. 7th Ave. and the area 
south of 7th Ave. 


Ferguson said 80 per cent of those 


affected had service restored by 7:12 
p.m. and the remainder were back on 
power service by 7:52 p.m. 


When the power interruption oc- 


curred, it knocked out all service 
downtown, including traffic signal 
lights. 


The emergency generator located at 


the rear of City Hall was activated to 
provide electric power to operate the 
police and fire department radio 
systems. "This generator operates our 
radios and affords us one light for 
illumination in both the fire department 
and radio dispatcher's office in Attie 
police department," Capt.. David 
Garrett, acting head of the department, 
said. 


"Dispatcher Clyde Pendergraph 


telephoned me at home," Capt. Garrett 
related, "to advise the power was off, 
and the emergency generator was being 
started," Garrett said. 


The brief "storm" was accompanied 


by pounding hail in the area downtown 
around city hall, and high winds that 
broke a display window glass at P. 
Samuels, 207 N. Beaton St. 


"I drove on downtown after receiving 


the dispatcher's call and the high winds 
had blown dead limbs out of the trees in 
front of the library all over the street and 
all behind City Hall," Capt. Garrett 
related. 


The hard downpours had water 


"running curb high" around City Hall, 
and several other citizens in isolated 


• areas reported some streets covered by 
water that quickly ran off into storm 
sewers. 


Both police and fire personnel said 


they had received no other reports of 
damage other than that experienced by 


the TP&L, the broken window glass at P. 
Samuels and isolated cases where tree 
limbs were strewn over yards and 
streets. 


Before the turbulent weather was 


experienced, Corsicana recorded a high 
of 100 degrees for the first time this year.

Food Facts 


How To Keep Potatoes 
From Getting Sunburned

POTATOES: A green sunburn? 


With sunburn season upon us, it is 
not unusual to find many red 
faces, but green can also mean 
sunburn when it comes to 
potatoes. 


If you've ever noticed a slight 


green tinge to a potato and it 
tasted bitter, you might have 
thought it wasn't "ripe." But 
development of chlorophyll in 
potatoes that have been exposed 
to light, either sunlight or ar- 
tificial light. 


The coloring may be confined 


to the surface layers or extend to 
the deeper tissues. The depth of 
penetration depends on the length 
of exposure, the light intensity, 
the temperature, the variety and 
the maturity of the tuber. 
Greening takes place more 
rapidly at room temperature 
than in a cool place. 


Greening frequently takes 


place in the field on potatoes that 
are not completely covered with 
soil. It also develops in storage 
unless the storage area is dark or 
the potatoes are in light-proof 
containers. 


With potatoes among plentiful 


foods this month, you'll want to 
keep your supply from getting 
"sunburned" by keeping them 
stored in a cool, dark place until 
you are ready to use them. 


You'll also want to have plenty 


on hand for potato salad to ac- 
company all that fried chicken 
you will be preparing for picnics 
and cookouts. What better 
twosome for a picnic? 


HONEYDEW MELON: With 


the increase in extreme warm 
weather, comes an increase in 
melons to market, and a better 
idea for hot weather desserts 
could not be found! 


The honeydew melon, a 


member of the muskmelon 


species, has moderately thick, 
green, firm-but-juicy flesh. It is 
very sweet with a mildly 
distinctive flavor, and combines 
well with other melons and fruits. 


You can recognize a mature, 


ripe honeydew by its white to 
creamy-white appearance and its 
pronounced honeydew aroma. 
The blossom end is springy to soft 
and the skin has a very evident 
waxy coating. An unripe melon 
may feel prickly or hairy and has 
a greenish' color with a hard 
blossom end. 


The green-fleshed melon perks 


up any fruit salad or cocktail dish 
and is delicious chilled as a melon 
wedge—only 47 calories in a half. 


For a lovely light ending to a 


summer meal, try Creme de 
Menthe Honeydew Delight: 


Prepare a creme de menthe 


frappe by pouring creme de 
menthe over crushed ice in a 
large sherbet glass. Place 
several honeydew balls on small 


• picks and place on top. 


For more flavor, ypu might 


wish to 'chill balls in straight 
creme de menthe, then drain off 
and pour creme de menthe over 
the ice; decorage with the melon 
balls. It's delightful for a summer 
get-together. 


The delightful green color of 


honeydew balls combined with 
bright red strawberries, can- 
taloup balls, banana slices and 
pineapple spears on small kabobs 
"summerizes" any meat platter, 
or can be used as a dessert idea 
served with lemon or lime juice 
sauce. 


To store a ripe honeydew—they 


should be held at room tem- 
perature until ripe—rinse it off, 
dry well and wrap in a brown 
paper bag, foil, waxed paper, or 
transparent film wrap. This 
prevents the flavor of the melon 
from transferring to other foods, 
particularly butter and milk, 
Regrigerate until use. 


As well as in desserts, gar- 


nishes, and with salads or alone, 
honeydew melon balls are a 
lovely addition to any punch 
bowl, or beverage.

looks great and tastes great—it is 
a great reservoir of vitamins! 


8 t. tea (or 8 tea bags) 
2 c. boiling water 
2 c. sugar 
2 c. cold water 
2 c. fresh lemon juice

1 large banana, sliced 
% fresh pineapple, cubed 
2 oranges, peeled and sectioned

water and lemon juice; chill. 
When ready to serve, pour tea 
mixture into a pretty punch bowl;

Serve in punch cups with wooden 
picks to spear fresh fruit.

Music Instructor Builds, 
Plays Her Own Harpsichord 


EDITOR'S Note: Diane Bish's 


love for baroque music has led 
her down many paths, the longest 
and most difficult being the 
construction and constant care of 
her own harpsichord. "I don't 
regret building this one, but I'll 
never do it again," she says. 


WICHITA FALLS (AP) - Di- 


ane Bish, an organ and harpsi- 
chord instructor at Midwestern 
University here, has taken her 
love for the baroque music of the 
Renaissance to its ultimate 
conclusion — construction of a 
harpsichord. 


The delicate instrument almost 


has to be handmade since few are 
manufactured these days. 


The musician's interest in the 


harpsichord was whetted while 
studying organ and harpsichord 
at the Amsterdam (Holland) 
Conservatory on a Fulbright 
scholarship after graduation 
from the University of Oklaho- 
ma. 


While in Europe she played 


some of the finest antique instru- 
ments and liked the harpsichord 
so well she resolved to have her 
own. 


With the know-how of her fa- 


ther, Howard Bish of Wichita, 
Kan., the two began building the 
instrument. It took them about 
two months, working eight hours 
a day, to complete the two-panel 
keyboard harpsichord which is 
now Miss Bish's treasured pos- 
session. 


"I don't regret building this 


one, but I'll never do it again," 
she said. "It is a delicate in- 
strument. I had to put together 
189 strings, turning each one, and 
I had to cut the minute particles 
which make up the mechanical 
parts of the instrument. Besides 
all that, we had to do the actual 
carpentry work on the 8-foot-long 
frame.

"A harpsichord requires tender 


loving care. It must be tuned 
every time it is relocated and 
tuned at least every two weeks 
oven if it is stationary. Further- 
more, a harpsichordist must be 
his own tuner.

The 
decorations are characteristic of 
the period when the instrument 
was most popular. 


Howard Bish is an artist so he 


helped his daughter paint the 
sound board with oils. One day 
she hopes to have a scene painted 
on it in the traditional French

"Building the instrument was 


an exciting thing to do. I had a 
deadline to meet for a concert 
and I got it finished the day be- 
fore. I didn't realize building it 
would be the job it was," she said. 


The harpsichord, says Miss 


Bish, is basically a chamber in- 
strument and should be played in 
small halls. Considerable con- 
temporary music has been writ- 


ten for it and college students are 
taking to its revival because of 
the current interest in baroque 
music. 


Miss. Bish is in demand by 


musical organizations, women's 
clubs, Midwestern University 
students and other civic groups. 
She recently began teaching stu- 
dents to play the harpsichord— 
but that has created a problem 
because they must all practice on 
her instrument. 


"I carry the harpsichord in a 


trailer if I'm going out of town, 
and sometimes I use a station 
wagon. I nearly die every time 
it's moved because it is so deli- 
cate and of course, has to be re- 
tuned. The legs have to be re- 
moved and a special canvas cov- 


, er is.used for it,", she said.

Crouch, also a member of the 
music faculty, have organized a 
chamber music ensemble which 
performs for various audiences 
in Wichita Falls.

persons had come to the free 
clinic Tuesday. Rainy weather 
may have accounted for the scant 
turnout, but the crowds have 
been small since the drive began 
last week. 


Health officials reported a sec- 


ond patient under observation as 
a suspected diphtheria victim 
Tuesday. They warned that the 
contagious throat infection could 
reach epidemic proportions for 
the second straight year. 


Nearly 200 persons contracted 


the disease last year. 


Three children died from it. A 


boy, 
9, became the city's first 


diphtheria fatality of the year 
last year. 


Officials said 25 diphtheria 


cases have been recorded in San 
Antonio since January, including 
seven diagnosed by doctors but 
not confirmed in the laboratory 
for various reasons.

people to the shot clinic. 


Health officials had hoped at 


least 250,000 persons would re- 
spond to the immunization drive, 
originally scheduled for one 
week.

It's a nostalgic stop for many 


other motorists who stop at 
Slater's Enco station here on 
Highway 31. At the station and in 
the large garage next door are 23 
cars, ranging from a 1925 Model 
T to a pair of Packards from the 
late 40s. Collecting, rebuilding 
and selling the cars is Slater's 
M-time hobby. 


"I grew up in A's/' Slater says. 


"Just like any kid that grew up

CANEY CITY-Surrounded by 


old knives, arrowheads and 
musket balls, Bobbed-Wire Bill 
seems an anachronism, like a 
tintype of a frontier lawman. His 
flowing, 
waxed handlebar 


mustache only adds to the im- 
pression. 


Bill, a Shreveport, La., 


resident, is actually one of 
several dealers who travel the 
circuit 
of 
flea 
markets 


throughout Texas and Louisiana. 
On the second weekend each 
month he sets up his wares here, 
then relaxes under the shade of 
an enormous beach umbrella. 


Ixicated on the eastern shore of 


Cedar Creek Lake, the Caney 
City operation has grown in 
popularity with vacationers and 
weekend sportsmen as well as 
residents in the area. Open the 
second weekend each month, the 
market has relied on word-cf- 
mouth advertising to attract 
bargain-hunters. 


Strolling past the stalls, a 


shopper can find everything from 
antique cut glass and used tools 
to clothes and books. Each dealer 
has his own price over which he 
will haggle, which is really what 
flea markets are all about. 


Mayor 
Travis 
Matthews 


charges the dealers two dollars a 
day to set up their stalls; most 
reserve their spots for the next 
month and sleep in trailers or 
tents at the scene. 


Typical of the gypsy existence 


that most of the dealers live is 
Mrs. Katy Barnett. 


A native of Knox City, Mrs. 


Barnett and her husband owned 
and operated several antique 
stores there. They closed their, 
shops there six months ago with 
their minds on retirement. 


But retirement was not the 


bliss that they had imagined, 
Mrs. Barnett admits, and the flea 
market circuit appealed to them. 
Loading up several of their an- 
tiques, they hit the road and have 
happily been at it ever since. 
When not actually set up at one of 
the many existing flea markets, 
they travel the countryside in 
search 
of 
unusual 
goods, 


sometimes ranging as far away 
as Kansas. 


It can be a good living, Mrs. 


Barnett says, although a dealer 
has to be judicious and lucky in 
his selection of wares. Knowing 
the territory is an asset, and a 
collector in one spot may be in- 
terested in an item that a dealer 
might find elsewhere. 


Collectors and bargain-hunters 


alike comb the stalls in search of 
the unique, the useful and, oc- 
casionally, the valuable. Bobbed- 
Wire Bill, for instance, turned his 
knife collection into a lucrative 
market and is sought out by other 
collectors wherever he sets up his 
stand. 


At a Waco show not long ago, tie" 


sold what was advertised as the 
world's largest Bowie knife—the 
blade itself was 18 inches long—to 
a collector for $200. Made in 
Boston in the 1830's, the knife 
today is valued at close to $100 an 
inch. 


The profit attraction is almost 


secondary though, one dealer 
pointed out. After two days at his 
Caney City stand, he had sold 
only four pieces and ended up a 
few dollars in the red after 
paying for meals, gas and 
lodging. But there was no 
discouragement in his voice as he 
packed up his goods. 


"I'll be back again," he said 


with a smile. "I know most of the 
other dealers here as friends, and 
even if I don't sell anything, I 
meet some nice people."

retirement or survivors benefits 
can earn $1680.00 a year without 
affecting their social security 
checks. For earnings of $1681.00 
to $2880.00 one dollar of benefit 
security benefit is deducted for 
each $2.00 earned. For earnings 
over $2880.00 one dollar of beneift 
is deducted for each dollar 
earned. 


Earnings for the entire 


calendar year are included. Even 
if you did not begin to get checks 
until after January your earnings 
from January through December 
are still used in determining how 
many social security checks are 
payable to you. However, you 


receive a check tor any month 
you were entitled to social, 
security checks and did not earn 
over $140.00 a month as an em- 
ployee or render substantical 
services in self-employment. 


Certain types of income are 


excluded and will not cause 
deductions. Included in this
